Have Hard Task 


Two representatives of the federal 


department of labor, Charles W. Mills 
of Philadelphia, and Patrick Gilday.of 
Morrisdale, went to Pfttsburg Monday 
to offer their good offices in the settle- 
ment of the 
Westinghouse strike 


which has existed since June 5. They 
went at the invitation of Dr. John 
Price Jackson, state commissioner of 
labor at Harrisburg, who has had two 
men on the ground since the men 
walked out. 


This is the first time governmen' 


aid has been sought to bring about a 
peaceful solution of the difficulty. In 
other words, the government has been 
asked to aid the state representatives 
Francis Feehan, supervising inspector 
of the Pittsburgh office of the depart- 
ment of labor and industry and James 
A. Steese, chief clerk of the depart- 
ment. 


Mr. Mills and Mr. Gilday sought 


conferences Monday afternoon with 
the striking employes, but left the 
meeting without accomplishing the 
desired result. They said they had 
been told that the employers wil 
treat with the employes, but that they 
will not treat with them as a- union. 


Federal and state mediators confer- 


red again at dinner Monday night in 
Fort Pitt hotel and later stated that 
they would remain on the ground to 
aid employer and employe in any way 
that would be to their mutual ad- 
vantage. Mr. Mills, as spokesman for 
the party, said he could not predict 
how soon the dispute could be adjust- 
ed. He said: 
"The singular thing about the situa- 
tion is that with such a large number 
of men affected there has been no 
sign of disorder. A few men. were 
drenched with a hose in the middle of 
Turtle Creek but that was all."

MEDIATION MAY 
YET BE A SUCCESS 


Raitnl of Hope of Ultimate 


Paid in Mexico. 


TO PROLON6 PROCEEDINGS. 


Breaoh Between Villa ami Carranza 


On* Obetaol* to SUOOOM of Plan. 
Huerta: and Carrania Del*g«tM to 
Confer With Eaoh Other on Domes- 
tic Affaire—Rebels Will Fight On. 


Washington, June 24.—Hope for the 


restoration of peace in Mexico through 
diplomacy was rekindled in adminis- 
tration circles here by the prospect 
that the Constitutionalists would send 
delegates to confer with members of 
the Huerta mission, from whom they 
have long held aloof. Secretary Bryan 
declined to discuss details'of'proposals 


in |.«f the meeting. 


One menace to the success of the 


plan, It was pointed* out, was the re- 
cent breach between Villa and Carran- 
ca. the Constitutionalist chiefs. Wheth- 
er tbelr differences had been sufficient- 
ly composed so that a Constitutionalist 
delegation could work without embar- 
rassment was a question. 


Villa was reported to be determined 


to fight bis way through to Mexico 
City. Plans for the meeting of the 
Carranza and Hnerta representatives, 
however, do not contemplate an armis- 
tice at this time. Not until they have 
reached some definite agreement over 
the establishment of a provisional gov- 
ernment would there be an attempt to 
call a bait to hostilities. 
Hope was 


expressed that If such a stage of un- 
derstanding were reached any break 
between Villa and Caransa would be 
so adjusted as to bring all revolution- 
ary forces witbln the scope of an ar- 
mistice. 


Luis Cabrera, the Constitutionalist 


representative In Washington who con- 
ferred here with Minister Naon, one 
of the mediators, last Friday, was said 
to be In wire communication with Car- 
ranza at Saltlllo over details of the 
proposed/conference. 
Will Prolong Mediation Negotiation*. 
The new turn that promises to pro- 


long the •mediation negotiations when 
they- appealed to be on the brink of 
failure was said to have resulted. In 
part, from strong influences exerted 
by the Washington government. Ad- 
ministration officials sought to bring 
tbe Constitutionalists into the proceed- 
ings on a limited basis at first, with 
the hope that ultimately an agreement 
might be reached on the entire Mexi- 
can problem. If Carransa sends rep- 
resentatives to Niagara Fails probably 
they will confer alone with the Huerta 
delegates. Tbe formal mediation pro- 
ceedings, it was understood here, 
wonUTbe confined to treatment of In- 
ternational phases, while tbe" rival fac- 
tions are seeking to reach an agree- 
ment on their domestic affairs. If that 
should be brought about tbe Constitu- 
tionalists might then be admitted to 
the general conference for tbe signing 
of the final protocol. 


Fernando Calderon, who has been In 


conference with Carranza at Saltlllo, 
was expected to reach Washington. It 
was said he might bead the delega- 
tion to confer with Huerta represents' 
tives. 


DENY STRIKE DESERTIONS. 


Weetinghouae Leader* Advice Men Not 


to Call For Pay. 


Pittsburgh, June 24.—Picket* sur- 


rounded tbe four Westlnghouae plants 
where the strike Is In progress, but no 
attempt was made to pass the closely 
drawn lines of deputy sheriffs near the 
entrances. The new bridge built by 
tbe electric company was used by a 
number of men who entered the plant, 
but strike leaders denied their men 
were deserting. 


Hundreds of strikers who thronged 


the Turtle Creek tabernacle were ad- 
vised by their leaders not to present 
themselves at tbe factories for their 
pay, tbe leaders declaring that It was 
the Intention of tbe management to re- 
call all working and tool checks—usu- 
ally the last proceeding whjp a man is 
discharged.

MRS. WESTINGHOUSE DEAD. 


Widow of Noted Inventor Helped Hus- 


band In Many Way*. 


Lenox. Mass., June 24.—Mrs. George 


Westingnoure, widow of tbe famous 
electrical Inventor, died at her home. 
Eraklne Park, after a snort illness. 
Mrs. Wetttngbouse suffered a stroke 
of paralysis last week, and witbln for- 
ty-eight hours her condition became se 
grave that her daughters snd son were 
aummoned. They'were at her bedside 
wben sbe passed away.

guerite Brsktne Walker before her 
marriage, we* bom at Koxtmry, N. T. 
Sbe was married In 186T. Her husband 
died on March 12 of tbto year. Sbe 
had been failing since Mr. W« 
bouse psseed away.

TO COMBINE 


Draper Lewis Praies 


His Friendship For Workers 


FAVORS SECONDARY BOYCOTT 


Prof. Scott Nearing Declare* Tim* 


Has Com* to Stop Exploiting th* 
Many to Enrich the Few—Expert* 
Spaak of Industrial Condition* In 
This State. 


Philadelphia, June 23—Six experts 


testified to allphases of industrial con- 
ditions in Philadelphia before the 
United States commission on indus- 
trial relations in the Federal building 
Tuesday. 


Scott Nearing, professor of econo- 


mics,University of Pennsylvania, said 
that if the present economic condi- 
tions are permitted to continue in the 
United States, in thirty years the 
wage-earners will be getting but 50 
per cent, of the net product of indus- 
try, and the other 50 per cent, will 
be used for the payment of dividends 
and interest to the privileged few. 


He describes special privilege as the 


most insidious influence in the conn- 
try, and said it must be eradicated be- 
fore proper economic conditions can 
be established. 


Favors "Secondary Boycott" 


William Draper Lewis, Washington 


party candidate for governor and 
widely known expert on legal phases 
of labor questions, said that labor un- 
ions should be permitted to use the 
'secondary boycott" as a weapon 
against arbitrary 
employers who 


stand on their "extreme legal rights" 
in labor disputes and refuse to com- 
promise. 


John Wanamaker, employer of 6000 


men and women, described the sys- 
tem used in his stores to make better 
workers and better citizens. 


Prof. Nearing's Figures. 


That chidren are a liability in these 


days of economic stress was one strik- 
ing statement of Professor Nearing, 
who was the first witness called. 


"The total income derived from the 


cotton industry in Massachusetts last 
year," said Professor Nearing, "add- 
ed $81,000,000 in value to raw cotton. 
The salaries to officials totaled $2,- 
500,000. The salaries to wage-earn- 
ers amounted to $41,000,000. There is 
nearly $30,000,000 remaining. 


"A small part goes to machinery 


and repairs. A large part to rentals 
and dividends. Of the $81,000,000 the 
people who did -the work got only 
live-eighths and the other three-eights 
went some place else. 


"When I described this condition in 


Fall River some time ago the board of 
trade there got hot about it. I have 
nothing against Fall River, but it is 
the only example we have to draw 
from. 


"I do not believe the situation 
in 


Fall River is any different from that 
in the Mohawk valley and every other 
textile town in the northeast. 


Average Wage of People. 


As regards other industries, I think 


we can safely say, from federal inves- 
tigations, that half of the adult wage- 
earners in the United States get less 
than $500 a year; that three-fourth 
get less than $750 a year and that 
nine-tenths get less than $1000 a year 


"Rarely do we find a wage-earner 


getting $1500 a year. There are ex- 
ceptions in the allied building trades, 
telephone companies, etc. but we must 
consider industries as a whole." 


"What would yqu suggest as a 


remedy ?"asked Commissioner O'Con- 
nel. 
"As I see it",replied Professor Near- 
ing, "we must stop this exploiting of 
the many jfor the benefit of the few. 
The people who hold mortgages and 
stock certificates and flaunt them be- 
fore the eyes of civilization are con- 
tributing to this great unrest which is 
sweeping the country. 
"At no time have the privileged few 
had such an effective scheme of liv- 
ing on the labor of the many." 


Asked if he believed the establish- 


ment of a minimum wage would of- 
fer a solution, Professor Nearing re 
plied: 


"The thing to do, as I see it, is to 


establish a relation between wages 
and the standard of living. When a 
man aplies for a job, his prospective 
employer never inquires the number 
of his children. He offers the mar- 
ried man Just the same wage* as he 
does to the single man, and no more. 


Weald Wipe Out Monopoly. 


Professor Nearing was applauded 


when he intimated that the workers 
would not stand for the continuance 
of the present system. He showed his 
conviction on that point whenCommis- 
sioner Weinstock asked: 


"If such conditions go on, what 


forecast would you make for the work 
er thirty or forty years hence?" 


"If he stands for it, you mean?" 


inquired Professor Nearing, with a 
significant inflection in his voice.Then 
le said that, in his opinion, if such a 
condition did continue to exist, 50 per 
cent of the net product would go-in 
to dividends for the privileged few. 
, • 


"What suggestions would you make 


for a remedy to condition* 7" aslrad 
one of the commissioners. 


'Every man is entitled to what he 


earns", replied Professor Nearing, 
'and if I had anything to do with 
this investigation I would start tt 
right there. 
The blatant evfl of 


monopoly should be wiped out." 


Right to Strike. 


Mr. Lewis said he had never seen 


anything to indicate a general atti- 
tude of unfairness or hostility toward 
tabor by the courts. 
' "With rare exceptions," he said, 
"the courts have been very fair to 
b«th sides. For instance, the 'second- 
ary boycott' has been held to be ille- 
gal whether practiced by an employer 
or a labor union. 


"When the question of th* right to 


strike first came up the courts were 
in a quandary. By combining to strike 
the workmen were accused of combin- 
ing to injure their employer. 
So, 


while it was admitted that men had 
the right to work or not to work as 
they .pleased the question was, 'Should 
they be permitted to combine to in- 
jure their employer T" 


"Had they a right to take him at 


advantage when he has contracts to 
fulfill and squeese him? Yet in the 
end, the courts decided that the strike 
was legal." 


Explaining the "secondary boycott" 


Mr. Lewis said: 


"But when it came to the labor on- 


ion saying to a storekeeper, 'All our 
members and supporters will stop 
dealing with yon if you carry the 
goods of our former employer, now 
made by non-union workers', then the 
courts have called a halt. Nor will 
the courts let an employer try to pre- 
vent 4 storekeeper from selling to 
the strikers. 
; 
' 


"My suggestion is that we do need 


legislation to correct this; apparent 
discrepancy between allowing strikes, 
yet forbidding secondary boycotts. 
Personally, I believe that if labor is 
to improve its condition, the right of 
collective bargaining must be admit- 
ted. The employer-to ?stand on his ex- 
treme legal rights is guilty of anti-so- 
cial activity. The secondary boycott 
could be permitted in cases where the 
employer is manifestly unfair and i 
fuses overtures of arbitration."

department of labor, Charles W. Mills 
of Philadelphia, and Patrick Gilday.of 
Morrisdale, went to Pfttsburg Monday 
to offer their good offices in the settle- 
ment of the Westinghouse strike 
which has existed since June 5. They 
went at the invitation of Dr. John 
Price Jackson, state commissioner of 
labor at Harrisburg, who has had two 
men on the ground since the men 
walked out. 


This is the first time governmen' 


aid has been sought to bring about a 
peaceful solution of the difficulty. In 
other words, the government has been 
asked to aid the state representatives 
Francis Feehan, supervising inspector 
of the Pittsburgh office of the depart- 
ment of labor and industry and James 
A. Steese, chief clerk of the depart- 
ment. 


Mr. Mills and Mr. Gilday sought 


conferences Monday afternoon with 
the striking employes, but left the 
meeting without accomplishing the 
desired result. They said they had 
been told that the employers wil 
treat with the employes, but that they 
will not treat with them as a- union. 


Federal and state mediators confer- 


red again at dinner Monday night in 
Fort Pitt hotel and later stated that 
they would remain on the ground to 
aid employer and employe in any way 
that would be to their mutual ad- 
vantage. Mr. Mills, as spokesman for 
the party, said he could not predict 
how soon the dispute could be adjust- 
ed. He said:

MEDIATION MAY 
YET BE A SUCCESS 


Raitnl of Hope of Ultimate 


Paid in Mexico. 


TO PROLON6 PROCEEDINGS. 


Breaoh Between Villa ami Carranza 


On* Obetaol* to SUOOOM of Plan. 
Huerta: and Carrania Del*g«tM to 
Confer With Been Other on Domes- 
tic Affaire—Rebels Will Fight On. 


Washington, June 24.—Hope for the 


restoration of peace in Mexico through 
diplomacy was rekindled in adminis- 
tration circles here by the prospect 
that the Constitutionalists would send 
delegates to confer with members of 
the Huerta mission, from whom they 
have long held aloof. Secretary Bryan 
declined to discuss details'of'proposals 


in |.«f the meeting. 


One menace to the success of the 


plan, It was pointed* out, was the re- 
cent breach between Villa and Carran- 
ca. the Constitutionalist chiefs. Wheth- 
er tbelr differences had been sufficient- 
ly composed so that a Constitutionalist 
delegation could work without embar- 
rassment was a question. 


Villa was reported to be determined 


to fight bis way through to Mexico 
City. Plans for the meeting of the 
Carranza and Hnerta representatives, 
however, do not contemplate an armis- 
tice at this time. Not until they have 
reached some definite agreement over 
the establishment of a provisional gov- 
ernment would there be an attempt to 
call a bait to hostilities. Hope was 
expressed that If such a stage of un- 
derstanding were reached any break 
between Villa and Caransa would be 
so adjusted as to bring all revolution- 
ary forces witbln the scope of an ar- 
mistice. 


Luis Cabrera, the Constitutionalist 


representative In Washington who con- 
ferred here with Minister Naon, one 
of the mediators, last Friday, was said 
to be In wire communication with Car- 
ranza at Saltlllo over details of the 
proposed/conference. 
Will Prolong Mediation Negotiation*. 
The new turn that promises to pro- 


long the •mediation negotiations when 
they- appealed to be on the brink of 
failure was said to have resulted. In 
part, from strong influences exerted 
by the Washington government. Ad- 
ministration officials sought to bring 
tbe Constitutionalists into the proceed- 
ings on a limited basis at first, with 
the hope that ultimately an agreement 
might be reached on the entire Mexi- 
can problem. If Carransa sends rep- 
resentatives to Niagara Fails probably 
they will confer alone with the Huerta 
delegates. Tbe formal mediation pro- 
ceedings, it was understood here, 
wonUTbe confined to treatment of In- 
ternational phases, while tbe" rival fac- 
tions are seeking to reach an agree- 
ment on their domestic affairs. If that 
should be brought about tbe Constitu- 
tionalists might then be admitted to 
the general conference for tbe signing 
of the final protocol. 


Fernando Calderon, who has been In 


conference with Carranza at Saltlllo, 
was expected to reach Washington. It 
was said he might bead the delega- 
tion to confer with Huerta represents' 
tives.

TO COMBINE 


Draper Lewis Praies 


His Friendship For Workers 


FAVORS SECONDARY BOYCOTT 


Prof. Scott Nearing Declare* Tim* 


Has Com* to Stop Exploiting th* 
Many to Enrich the Few—Expert* 
Spask of Industrial Condition* In 
This State. 


Philadelphia, June 23—Six experts 


testified to allphases of industrial con- 
ditions in Philadelphia before the 
United States commission on indus- 
trial relations in the Federal building 
Tuesday. 


Scott Nearing, professor of econo- 


mics,University of Pennsylvania, said 
that if the present economic condi- 
tions are permitted to continue in the 
United States, in thirty years the 
wage-earners will be getting but 50 
per cent, of the net product of indus- 
try, and the other 50 per cent, will 
be used for the payment of dividends 
and interest to the privileged few. 


He describes special privilege as the 


most insidious influence in the conn- 
try, and said it must be eradicated be- 
fore proper economic conditions can 
be established. 


Favors "Secondary Boycott" 


William Draper Lewis, Washington 


party candidate for governor and 
widely known expert on legal phases 
of labor questions, said that labor un- 
ions should be permitted to use the 
'secondary boycott" as a weapon 
against arbitrary employers who 
stand on their "extreme legal rights" 
in labor disputes and refuse to com- 
promise. 


John Wanamaker, employer of 6000 


men and women, described the sys- 
tem used in his stores to make better 
workers and better citizens. 


Prof. Nearing's Figures. 


That chidren are a liability in these 


days of economic stress was one strik- 
ing statement of Professor Nearing, 
who was the first witness called. 


"The total income derived from the 


cotton industry in Massachusetts last 
year," said Professor Nearing, "add- 
ed $81,000,000 in value to raw cotton. 
The salaries to officials totaled $2,- 
500,000. The salaries to wage-earn- 
ers amounted to $41,000,000. There is 
nearly $30,000,000 remaining. 


"A small part goes to machinery 


and repairs. A large part to rentals 
and dividends. Of the $81,000,000 the 
people who did -the work got only 
live-eighths and the other three-eights 
went some place else. 


"When I described this condition in 


Fall River some time ago the board of 
trade there got hot about it. I have 
nothing against Fall River, but it is 
the only example we have to draw 
from. 


"I do not believe the situation in 


Fall River is any different from that 
in the Mohawk valley and every other 
textile town in the northeast. 


Average Wage of People. 


As regards other industries, I think 


we can safely say, from federal inves- 
tigations, that half of the adult wage- 
earners in the United States get less 
than $500 a year; that three-fourth 
get less than $750 a year and that 
nine-tenths get less than $1000 a year 


"Rarely do we find a wage-earner 


getting $1500 a year. There are ex- 
ceptions in the allied building trades, 
telephone companies, etc. but we must 
consider industries as a whole." 


"What would yqu suggest as a 


remedy ?"asked Commissioner O'Con- 
nel. 
"As I see it",replied Professor Near- 
ing, "we must stop this exploiting of 
the many jfor the benefit of the few. 
The people who hold mortgages and 
stock certificates and flaunt them be- 
fore the eyes of civilization are con- 
tributing to this great unrest which is 
sweeping the country. 
"At no time have the privileged few 
had such an effective scheme of liv- 
ing on the labor of the many." 


Asked if he believed the establish- 


ment of a minimum wage would of- 
fer a solution, Professor Nearing re 
plied: 


"The 
thing to do, as I see it, is to 


establish a relation between wages 
and the standard of living. When a 
man aplies for a job, his prospective 
employer never inquires the number 
of his children. He offers the mar- 
ried man Just the same wages as he 
does to the single man, and no more. 


Weald Wipe Out Monopoly. 


Professor Nearing was applauded 


when he intimated that the workers 
would not stand for the continuance 
of the present system. He showed his 
conviction on that point whenCommis- 
sioner Weinstock asked: 


"If such conditions go on, what 


forecast would you make for the work 
er thirty or forty years hence?" 


"If he stands for it, you mean?" 


inquired Professor Nearing, with a 
significant inflection in his voice.Then 
le said that, in his opinion, if such a 
condition did continue to exist, 50 per 
cent of the net product would go-in 
to dividends for the privileged few. 
, • 


"What suggestions would you make 


for a remedy to condition* 7" aslrad 
one of the commissioners. 


'Every man is entitled to what he 


earns", replied Professor Nearing, 
'and if I had anything to do with 
this investigation I would start tt 
right there. The blatant 
evfl of 


monopoly should be wiped out." 


Right to Strike. 


Mr. Lewis said he had never seen 


anything to indicate a general atti- 
tude of unfairness or hostility toward 
tabor by the courts. 
' "With rare exceptions," he said, 
"the courts have been very fair to 
b«th sides. For instance, the 'second- 
ary boycott' has been held to be ille- 
gal whether practiced by an employer 
or a labor union. 


"When the question of th* right to 


strike first came up the courts were 
in a quandary. By combining to strike 
the workmen were accused of combin- 
ing to injure their employer. 
So, 


while it was admitted that men had 
the right to work or not to work as 
they .pleased the question was, 'Should 
they be permitted to combine to in- 
jure their employer T" 


"Had they a right to take him at 


advantage when he has contracts to 
fulfill and squeese him? Yet in the 
end, the courts decided that the strike 
was legal." 


Explaining the "secondary boycott" 


Mr. Lewis said: 


"But 
when it came to the labor on- 


ion saying to a storekeeper, 'All our 
members and supporters will stop 
dealing with yon if you carry the 
goods of our former employer, now 
made by non-union workers', then the 
courts have called a halt. Nor will 
the courts let an employer try to pre- 
vent 4 storekeeper from selling to 
the strikers. 
; 
' 


"My suggestion is that we do need 


legislation to correct this; apparent 
discrepancy between allowing strikes, 
yet forbidding secondary boycotts. 
Personally, I believe that if labor is 
to improve its condition, the right of 
collective bargaining must be admit- 
ted. The employer-to ?stand on his ex- 
treme legal rights is guilty of anti-so- 
cial activity. The secondary boycott 
could be permitted in cases where the 
employer is manifestly unfair and i 
fuses overtures of arbitration."
